open fire on the Cretan position, where 
the Greek flag wca hoisted some days 
ago. 
The 
British ships fired forty 
and the foreign ships thirty shells at 
the village, and ruined the house held 
by the Cretans. 
The flag was 
soon 
lowered, and the order “cease fire 
sounded after ten minutes. 
An engagement has occurred just 
above the village of Mournies, 
be­ 
tween the insurgents and a Turkish 
band. 
At 4:45 the insurgents 
at Akotiri, 
having attacked the Turkish garrison 
at Halepa, the joint fleet bombarded 
the Cretans for twenty-five minutes. 
The insurgents fled, taking their flag 
with them. 
King George has ordered Col. Vassos 
to offer safe conduct to Canea for all 
Turkish garrisons besieged by Chris­ 
tians. 
Col. Vassos made the offer to 
the Voukolies garrison. The troops at 
the garrison refused to leave without 
arms, and the fortification, therefore, 
was bombarded. 
British torpedo boats have captured

To the 
young, there comes at times feelings 
the highest aspirations; to those who 
are born down with great discourage­ 
ments, there will surely come from 
God a ray of hope and encouragement;

Hit Passing Occurred At a Chicago 
Hospital—Use to Visit Janesville In 
the 
Early 
Days—Once 
Rich, 
He 
Dies 
In 
Poverty 
And 
Alone. 


A 
dispatch from Chicago, 
says: 
Thomas Wicks, the old time Wisconsin 
gambler, died at the county hospital 
yesterday morning. He had no family 
aud apparently no friends, and conse­ 
quently there are no funeral arrange­ 
ments. If the body is not claimed within 
a reasonable time it will be disposed of 
according to law, that is, turned over 
to a mculcal college. 
Tom Wicks was originally a house 
paine**, and traveled through 
the 
South with his paint shop on wheels. 
That was away back in 1836, when he 
was just 2 J years of age. 
When he 
was at Natchez, Miss , he received a 
letter from his father, at Rome, N. Y., 
urging him to return home and cast 
hie vote for Martin Van Buri: es for 
president, as the election threatened 
to be close and every vote would 
count. 
The son aoli his migratory 
paint shop and horses, returned to his 
old home, caA his first vote aud set­ 
tled down as a farmer. 
Early in the forties he came to Wis­ 
consin and engaged in 
farming in 
Northern Wisconsin and finally drifted 
to Milwaukee. 
That was the day in 
which many persona spent their leis­ 
ure time in playing poker and Wicks 
became an expert at the game. It waa 
in 1849 that Wicks put in his first ap­ 
pearance at the slate capital. 
He 
first tried his luck in Janesville, but 
as that proved “ hoo-doc ’ he went to 
Madison and pulled down $7,000 aa 
the resalt of his first attack upon a 
session of the Wisconsin legislature. 
Ibis money he brought to Milwaukee 
invested it in mining property in the 
southwestern part of the state and 
let 
it 
go. 
He continued 
his 
Madison enterprise, however, observ­ 
ing regular season, the same as a the­ 
ater, closing up in the summer for the 
purposes of repair, and aa a rule he 
lost the money he made in the winter, 
speculating on ’change 
boring the 
summer. 
He was associated in a busi­ 
ness way with nearly all the leading 
politicians of the state. 
He had a Hue 
of credit at a local bank, limited to 
$500. 
Wicks’ check wee always good 
for that amount on an evenly balanced 
bank account, hut once having drawn 
the money, he was abut off abort until 
It was paid.

Father Hue, when he could not un­ 
derstand what seemed to him to be 
marvelous, invariably set it down to 
the devil, says an exchange. 
There 
was a sacred tree near 
a 
lamasery 
which put out leaves impressed with 
a sacred character of the Tibetan lan­ 
guage. 
Bayard Taylor, however, ex­ 
plained how it was done. In the bulle­ 
tin of the American Geographical So­ 
ciety the exact character of this tree 
is described—and how the letters are 
made. 
The story of the sacred tree 
that grows in front of the temple in 
the Tibetan lamasery of Kumbum has 
been severely shaken by recent inves­ 
tigations. Father Hue 
told, 
in 
his 
charming book of this tree whose 
leaves were miraculously inscribed with 
figures of Buddha, sacred formulas or 
prayers. Later explorers, among whom 
were Potanine, Grenard and Szechenyi, 
saw the tree and attempted to explain 
the mysterious markings on its leaves 
and bark. M. Potanine thought some 
insect wrought the tracings. 
Another 
explanation was that the markings per­ 
tained naturally to the tree, which was 
very remarkable, indeed, inasmuch aa 
whole sentences in the Tibetan lan­ 
guage might be read on the leaves. The 
( one thing certain was that the priests 
i sold the leaves at a very high price to 
j the faithful. 
M. Edouard Blanc, the 
explorer, who has returned to France, 
saw the sacred tree while in Tibet and 
asserts that the holy inscriptions are 
an evident artifice of human hands, and

G R E A T GIRL. 


Carious and Clever Scheme of 
feasor of Languages. 
Many novel projects have been de­ 
vised in the way of language teaching, 
but never until just lately has the pho­ 
nograph been made part of the outfit 
of the linguistic professor, says the 
New York Herald. It is difficult at first 
to see how this instrument can help 
along teaching of any kind, but thereon 
hangs the tale. 
The man who 
has 
adapted the phonograph to this profes­ 
sion has been so successful that already 
he has sent out over 500 machines, all 
loaded with his instruction and primed 
with his voice. 
Until the phonograph 
was applied to languages it was neces­ 
sary for any one wishing to study a 
foreign tongue to sit literally at the 
feet of the master and learn the pro­ 
nunciation and the accent 
prom 
his 
very lips. Books might be pored over 
and a language partially learned 
in 
that way, but the voice of the teacher 
had to be heard. 
The idea came sev­ 
eral years ago to this professor that 
through the phonograph he could prac­ 
tically duplicate himself in every cor­ 
ner of the civilized world. His method 
is simple. With each phonograph there 
is sent his text-book, twenty loaded 
cylinders and twenty blank ones. Each 
lesson in the book is arranged in the 
form of questions and answers. 
The 
pupil, ready to begin, puts the cylinder 
of the first lesson in the machine, the 
tubes in his ears and starts the phono­ 
graph. 
Keeping his eye on the book 
he hears the words and phrases 
re­ 
peated, with their proper accent, just 
as if the professor stood at his side. 
There is an additional advantage that 
the lesson can be repeated twenty or a 
hundred times if necessary, until every 
sound is familiar to the pupil. Then, 
having thoroughly learned these sen­ 
tences, he puts one of the unused cyl­ 
inders in the machine and repeats the 
lesson. 
In a little paper box the cyl­ 
inder goes bagk to New York, and at 
his earliest opportunity 
the 
teacher 
pops it into his own machine. At his 
side is the stenographer. 
As he lis­ 
tens to the lesson repeated back, now 
stopping the phonograph, now starting 
it going again, he dictates his criticism, 
where the pronunciation 
is 
wrong, 
what is right, what the mistakes are 
and where they have been made. The 
letter and cylinder go back to the pu­ 
pil, who reads and listens to his own 
voice reproduced. Then, taking up the 
original cylinder once more, he is able 
to tell just where the difference lies.

“I am never more annoyed for my ‘sect’ 
than when the newspaper 
boy

trotting through at full speed if he 
finds the car contains chiefly women, 
never dreaming that they may want 
a paper. I clutch his sleeve with a 
vim and buy one of every variety he 
has, and ask him what he is think­ 
ing about to lose patronage in that 
way. Gossip is nothing but small news 
—the nickels, pennies and dimes, while 
the 
newspaper* deals in dollars and 
,V’s and X’s; so it widens the mind 
more to read the newspapers than to 
gossip about the neighbors.”

Then they fly around the refection but 
after practice one is able to keep the 
light always on them, and the birds 
mot infrequently come w ithin the reach 
of a man’s hand. 
A ruffed grouse gives a startled look 
when the light strikes it. Then up it 
jumps, and away it goes.

they fly off. Woodpeckers don’t seem 
to mind it at all. 
Rabbits blink and stare at a glass for 
a while, then they go around a stump 
and sit up again, as if waiting for 
the light to play tag with them.—New 
York Sun.
